To vote intelligently,

man should so wish to vote, we must 
understand what effect the amendment 
will have if carried, and if such af­ 
fect will result in good to the whole 
people. 
If the amendment carries it 
means committing 
ourselves to the 
American and democratic custom <*l 
tnojority rule. 
It means that if a ma­ 
jority of citizens in our school di-- 
trict should desire to voU* a special 
school tax, they could do co upon pe­ 
tition and a majority vote instead of 
two-thirds a- L now required. 
A m a ­ 
jority vote carrie* any 
other tax, 
then if ’’education is the foundation 
of a free government" 
why should 
not a school tax 
be voted as a m a­ 
jority, a> other tax measures are lev­ 
ied. 
The carrying of this amend­ 
ment will give the country boy a 
square deal. 
Under the present sys­ 
tem a city may vote a tax for school 
purposes not to exceed 50 cents 011 
the $100 valuation, while the country 
districts may only vote 20 cents on 
the $100 valuation of property. 
The 
people in the country would have ex­ 
actly the same privilege if the amend­ 
ment carries as those wiio live in the 
cities. 
They would 
be allowed to 
vote a tax upon themselves, if they 
desired to any amount not to exceed 
50 cents on the $100 valuation of prop- 
ty. 
If an education is worth anything, 
it should be put in reach of every am­ 
bitious boy or girl.

Missourian Made H is 
City Attractive. 
The prairie town without trees is. 
cheerless and unattractive. Few things 
add more to the attractiveness of a 
town than rows of thrifty shade trees 
planted along Its streets. 
- Village and town Improvement socie­ 
ties and civic associations have done 
mush to promote tree planting, espe­ 
cially In the prairie regions of the mid­ 
dle west. 
Where trees adapted to lo­ 
cal conditions have been plnnted and 
where the citizens have cared for them 
and taken an interest In them the re­ 
sults have been remarkable. 
A public spirited tnau residing in a 
city In Missouri has been doing com­ 
mendable work along this line in con­ 
nection with Phe Civic Improvement 
league of Ids city. In the year 1901 he 
planted a large quantity of seeds of va­ 
rious trees In nursery rows. 
He care­ 
fully tended the young seedlings and 
a few years later dug them up, labeled 
them and turned them over to the 
school children free upon condition that 
they should bo planted and cared for. 
Since the trees started life with the be­ 
ginning of the present century they 
wore called “century trees,” and this 
gave them additional interest. 
Each child was given printed direc­ 
tions, which were headed as fo.lows: 
“Ornament your homes. 
Plant cen­ 
tury trees, seedlings of 1901. They are 
living monuments; watch them develop. 
They begun with the century, and the 
century as it advances marks the rec­ 
ord of their ng » year by year.” 
Those who received trees were di­ 
rected to dig holes two feet in diameter 
and or.** and n half feet deep. 
They 
were told to keep the roots of the trees 
moist and covered until planted, to 
see that all torn ends of roots were 
cut off smoothly and to cut back the 
side brandies about a quarter or third 
of their length or. if the tree was a 
straight shoot without branches, to cut 
back the tip a few itidies. This prun­ 
ing was to balauce the loss of roots in 
digging up the trees. 
In planting tlie tree they were told 
to spread the roots out Into natural 
position nml to set the tree about an 
Inch deeper iu the ground than It stood 
In the nursery; to use good rich soil, 
but to allow no fertilizer or mulch to 
come into direct contact with the roots; 
to work the soil carefully about the 
roots aud to water the tree plentifully 
every few days after It was set out 
and during the dry weather of sum­ 
mer. 
Five or six thousand trees were 
gic^n away In this manner. 
Two or 
three trees were given to each cb il! 
who naked for them, and almost ever;, 
child did so. 
There were many spe­ 
cies. aud naturally some died, but few 
children lost all that they planted 
Each child who received trees was ro 
qutred to fill out a slip giving his name 
and address and the place where tb* 
tree was plnnted. 
The trees In public 
places will lie labeled when they havt 
grown somewhat larger.* 
The town Is now dotted with these 
little century trees, which have become 
the pride of those who planted them.

Temporary Park Planting. 
It is often advisable in park plant- 
mg to aet out a secondary set of trees 
for Immediate effect, these to be cut 
out later. 
For this purpose nothing 
surpasses the eucalyptus, for if well 
watered the first year the trees will 
provide for the second summer shade 
sufficient for picnics and like gather­ 
ings. 
In the third year they have 
formed a young forest, providing shel­ 
ter sufficient for any purpose, besides 
giving a decided park like effect to the 
tract. 
Not later than the fifth year 
they should in part be removed, and, 
this policy continued with, by the 
tenth year not one should be left. 
If 
the fundamental planting has been 
skillfully done a single decade of 
growth should give some good shade 
and permanent laudscape effects.

ONE CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


J. M. Parton Loses Mis Life and the 
Property Damage Is Estim ated as 


High 
as 
Tw o 
Hundred 
Thousand 
Dollars. 


Dallas, Sept. 30.—A fire which hap­ 
pened on Elm street, In the business 
section, Tuesday night, did between 
$150,000 and 
$200,000 damage, cost, 
one fireman his II*o and Injured four 
more. The dead man was ,J. M. I’arton. 
The injured are 
W est 
Webb, Will 
Stampley, Ray W est and A. !., Davis. 
Shortly after the fire was discov­ 
ered in the second floor of the building 
occupied by J. H. Blakrimy to the west 
of the liquor establishm ent of 1.. Crad 
dock & Co., an explosion occurred in 
the liquor house which sent, a shower 
of glass to the street below and shook 
the walls of the burning structure. 
After this the fire swept onward in its 
course, spreading to buildings on each 
side. 
The furniture establishm ent of Will 
iam Kelly was soon a mass of flames 
and the flames spread to the Egan- 
F arry Electrical com pany’s storerooms. 
The fire denartraent in the business 
district wa.s prompt In responding, but 
It was quickly perceived that more ap­ 
paratus* would be necessary to fight 
the flames, and a general alarm was 
turned in, bringing 
every 
available 
piece of apparatus in the city to the 
•cene. 
While the fire was at its hottest 
and the firem en had crowded into the 
Craddock building in order to reach 
the blaz.e in the heart of the block, 
with a crash the entire second floor 
fell upon them, bearing with Its enor­ 
mous weight of barrel goods and caus­ 
ing a scream of horror from those out­ 
side and a cry of w arning from their 
fellow firemen. 
Im mediately every fireman within 
reach plunged into the ruin of the 
flooring, tearing aside 
the 
timbers, 
heaving out the hot bricks and bring 
ing to light in a few m om ents the 
smoked and blackened firem en 
on 
whom the floor had fallen with the 
exception of one who was pinned down 
by the tim bered planking in such a 
m anner th a t only the upper part of his 
head was visible. 
Wolf, Stajnpley and W est w ere soon 
recsued. 
The effort to rescue Davis was a he­ 
roic one. 
He, with the other four 
firemen, was on the second floor of 
the Craddock building when it gave 
way. 
The h e a t was so intense that 
it drove the w orkers back. 
To fight 
the flames with w ater m eant certain 
drowning of Davis, for the place was 
already filled with w ater, and a few- 
more inches would cover him. 
All his 
body was pinned down except bis 
head and o n e shoulder. 
Chemicals 
were called into play, and the fire 
was driven back. 
Then a doctor rush 
ed in and adm inistered opiates. 
The 
work of rescuing him progressed slow­ 
ly for the reason th a t great caution 
had to be exercised, else heavy tim ­ 
bers would fall and crush him. 
At 2:35 W ednesday morning, when 
the rescuers finally removed the de­ 
bris from around Firem an Davis and 
had conveyed him to the hospital, they 
found Just a few feet away the lifeless 
body of an o th er man. 
Fire Chief Ma­ 
gee looked at the rem ains and express­ 
ed the opinion th a t they were those of 
J. M. Parton, driver of No. 2 company. 
Chief Magee said he thought it was 
P arton because Parton was the only 
m em ber of the departm ent as yet u n ­ 
accounted for, and because the re­ 
mains, so far as he could see, bore a 
resem blance to Parton. 
Reports from the hospital were that 
Davis' injuries are much less serious 
than was believed.

TREES AS TOWN BEAUTIFIERS 


How a Missourian Made His Homa 
City Attractive. 
The prairie town without trees is*, 
cheerless and unattractive. Few things 
add more to the attractiveness of a 
town than rows of thrifty shade trees 
planted along its streets. 
- Village and town improvement socie­ 
ties and civic associations have done 
mufti to promote tree planting, espe­ 
cially in the prairie regions of the mid­ 
dle west. 
Where trees adapted to lo­ 
cal conditions have been planted and 
where the citizens have cared for them 
and taken an interest in them the re­ 
sults have been remarkable. 
A public spirited man residing in a 
city in Missouri has been doing com­ 
mendable work along this line in con­ 
nection with fhe Civic Improvement 
league of Ids city. In the year IGOI be 
planted a large quantity of seeds of va­ 
rious trees in nursery rows. 
He care­ 
fully tended the young seedlings aud 
a few years later dug them up, labeled 
them and turned them over to the 
school children free upon condition that 
they should be planted and cared for. 
Since the trees started life -with the be­ 
ginning of the present century they 
were called “century trees," and this 
gave them additional interest. 
Each child was giveu printed direc­ 
tions, which were headed as fo.lows: 
“Ornament your homes. 
Plant cen­ 
tury trees, seedlings of 1901. They are 
living monuments; watch them develop. 
They began with the century, and the 
century as it advances marks the rec­ 
ord of their ag > year by year." 
Those who received trees were di­ 
rected to dig holes two feet in diameter 
and one and a half feet deep. 
They 
were told to keep the roots of the trees 
moist aud covered until planted, to 
see that all torn ends of roots were 
cut off smoothly and to cut back the 
side branches about a quarter or third 
of their length or, if the tree was a 
sir.tight shoot without branches, to cut 
back the tip a few iuehes. This prun­ 
ing was to balance the loss of roots in 
digging up the trees. 
In planting the tree they were told 
to spread the roots out into natural 
position and to set the tree about an 
inch deeper iu the ground than it stood 
iii the nursery; to use good rich soil, 
but to allow no fertilizer or mulch to 
come into direct contact with the roots; 
to work the soil carefully about the 
roots and to water the tree plentifully 
every few days after it was set out 
and during the dry weather of sum­ 
mer. 
Five or six thousand trees were 
given* away in this manner. 
Two or 
three trees were given to each chil ’ 
who naked for them, and almost ever;, 
child did so. 
There were many spe­ 
cies. aud naturally some died, but few 
children lost all that they planted 
Each child who received trees was re 
quired to fill out a slip giving his name 
and address and the place where th- 
tree was planted. 
The trees in public 
places will be labeled when they ha vt 
grown somewhat larger.1 
The town is now dotted with these 
little century trees, which have becoom 
the pride of those who planted them.

ONE CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


J. M. Parton Loses His Life and the 


Property Damage Is Estimated a3 


High 
as 
Two 
Hundred 
T h o u s a n d 
Dollars. 


Dallas, Sept. 30.— A fire which hap­ 
pened on Rim street, la the business 
section, Tuesday night, did between 
$150,000 and $200,000 damage, cost 
one fireman his li:e and injured four 
more. The dead man was J. M. Parton. 
The injured are 
West 
Webb, Will 
Stampley, Ray West and A. L. Davis. 
Shortly atter the fire was discov­ 
ered in the second floor of the building 
occupied by J. H. Blakeney to the west 
of the liquor establishment of L. Crad­ 
dock & Co., an explosion occurred in 
the liquor house which sent a shower 
of glass to the street below and shook 
the walls of the burning structure. 
After this the fire swept onward in its 
course, spreading to buildings on each 
side. 
The furniture establishment of Will­ 
iam Kelly was soon a mass of flames 
and the flames spread to the Egan- 
arry Electrical company’s storerooms 
The fire den a riraent in the business 
district was prompt in responding, but 
It was quickly perceived that more ap- 
paratuss would be necessary to fight, 
the flames, and a general alarm was 
turned in, bringing 
every 
available 
piece of apparatus in the city to the 
•cene. 
While the fire was at its hottest 
and the firemen had troweled into the 
Craddock building in order to reach 
the blaze in the heart, of the block, 
with a crash the entire second floor 
fell upon them, bearing with its enor­ 
mous weight of barrel goods and caus­ 
ing a scream of horror from those out­ 
side and a cry of warning from their 
fellow firemen. 
Immediately every fireman within 
reach plunged Into the ruin of the 
flooring, tearing aside 
the 
timbers 
heaving out the hot bricks and bring­ 
ing to light in a few moments the 
smoked and blackened firemen 
on 
whom the floor had fallen with the 
exception of one who was pinned down 
by the timbered planking in such a 
manner that only the upper part of his 
head was visible. 
Wolf, Stajnpley and West were soon 
recsued. 
The effort to rescue Davis was a he­ 
roic one. 
He, with the other four 
firemen, was on the second floor of 
the Craddock building when it gave 
way. 
The heat was so intense that 
it drove the workers back. 
To fight 
the flames with water meant certain 
drowning of Davis, for the place was 
already filled with water, and a few 
more inches would cover him. 
All his 
body 
was pinned down except his 
head and one shoulder. 
Chemicals 
were called into play, and the fire 
was driven back. 
Then a doctor rush 
ed iii and administered opiates. 
The 
work of rescuing him progressed slow­ 
ly for the reason that great caution 
had to be exercised, else heavy tim 
hers would fall and crush him. 
A t 2:35 Wednesday morning, when 
the rescuers finally removed the de­ 
bris from around Fireman Davis and 
had conveyed him to the hospital, they 
found Just a few feet away the lifeless 
body of another man. 
Fire Chief Ma­ 
gee looked at the remains and express­ 
ed the opinion that they were those of 
J. M. Parton, driver of No. 2 company 
Chief Magee said he thought it was 
Parton because Parton was the only 
member of the department as yet un­ 
accounted for, and because the re­ 
mains, so far as he could see, bore a 
resemblance to Parton. 
Reports from the hospital were that 
Davis* injuries are much less serious 
than was believed. 
One 
foot 
was 
crushed. 
^ Parton s body 
was 
reached 
at 4 
o clock. 
It was badly burned and also 
crushed.

BEATIFYING SUBURBS. 


Value of A ttractive Railway Grounds 
and Ccmmercicil Buildings. 
Lowell maintained that lie “loved to 
enter pleasure by a postern.” 
But no­ 
body is so constituted that he likes to 
enter a pleasure resort by the back 
door through a preliminary kitchen 
midden in the back yard. 
V*>t this is 
what every American has to do when­ 
ever he betakes himself to such a re­ 
sort. For th at matter, it is what every 
commuter has to do every time he 
takes the evening train for home, says 
a writer in Scribner’s Magazine. 
The 
eye of little employment having tile 
daintier sense, according to Shake­ 
speare. and afflictions inducing callosi­ 
ties according to Sir Thomas Browne, 
this is by no means so grievous to the 
commuter as to the guest to whom he 
has sung the beauties of his suburban 
paradise and who has to go through a 
purgatory of a “business quarter” to 
reach the same. 
The paradise, when 
it is reached, may really come up to the 
brag, but the sensibilities cf the vis­ 
itor have been too much rasped to en­ 
able him to appreciate it. 
Entering almost any American town, 
big or little, is in fact entering by an 
unkempt 
postern. 
The 
railroad 
it­ 
self seems to have an unfailing instinct 
for the slum, which it customarily cre­ 
ates. 
You cannot make the yard of 
an important station attractive, though 
you may make it highly impressive in 
its repulsiveness. 
But with regard to 
the suburbs and the resorts it is net 
the railroads which are most to blame. 
Iii fact, some of tho most enlightened 
of them, quito comprehending that 
beauty is an asset for them in attract­ 
ing settlers and commuters, take suc­ 
cessful pains with the looks of their 
stations and of the immediate 
sur­ 
roundings thereof. 
And. as everybody 
knows, it is iii suburban work that our 
architecture is apt to show to the very 
best 
advantage. 
The 
improvement 
within a generation has been immense 
In the substitution of unpretending and 
homely picturesqueness in suburban 
cottages for cheap and tawdry dis­ 
play. 
But the movement has not in 
the least affected the suburban shop­ 
keeper. 
The citizen of any of the 
great cities will have no difficulty iii 
naming half a dozen of its suburbs 
which would be highly attractive if 
their commercial buildings were ad­ 
vanced to as high a plane as their resi­ 
dential buildings.
